I N the late conflagration of the Treaaury 
building neatly all the correspondence of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, ftom the es- 
labliahmcnt of the Department lo Ijie 31st of 
March, 1833, was dtstroyed inclndiiif^ as well 
the original letters and comniunicaliont ad 
dressed to the Secretary of the 'I’reasiiry, as 
the records of the letters and communicalions 
written liy him. With a view to repair the 
loss, as far as may be practicable, hII officers 
of tbe United Stales, are requested lo cause 
copies to be prepared and authenticated by 
them, of any letters excepting those hereinaf* 
ter alluded to which they mdy at any tiflje 
have urillen to, or received from the Secie 
tary of the Treasury; and all those who have 
been in office, and oilier individunls throui^l 
out tbe United States, and elsewhere, are in 
vited to do ttie'same. That Ibis correspond 
ence may be arranged into apiiroprinle books 
it is requested that it be copied on folio fools¬ 
cap pa^r, with ButUcienl margin on all sides 
lo admit of binding, and that no more than 
one letter be contained on a leaf. It is alto 
requested, Ihst the copies be written in a 
plain and distinct or engrossing hand. Where 
the original letter can be spared, it would be 
preferred. The reaaonablu expense incurred 
in copying the papers now rr.qursted nut ex¬ 
ceeding the ratu ol'trn cciila fur eveiy hun¬ 
dred words, will he defrayed by the Depart¬ 
ment. 

The correspondence which has been saved, 
and of which, therefore, no copies are desir¬ 
ed, are the records of the letters wrilten by 
the Secretary of the Treasury (o Presijleols 
and Cashiers of Bunks, from the 1st October, 
1819, lo (he 2Dlb of February 1833; all the 
correspondence relating to the llevoluliooary 
claims under the act of 15th May, 1328, and 
lo claims of Virginia otficers to half pay, un¬ 
der tbe act of 5ln July, 1332; and to applica- 
lioos for the heiiefils of the acts of the M 
March, 1831, and 14(h July, 1832, for IM 
relief of certain insolveiil debtors of the Uni 
ted Slates.

Letters received on Monday an- 
nouBce hn departure from Easiport on the 
morning of the Otb inst. fur fhe coast of Lab¬ 
rador. 

Exstpost, May flCtb. 

We rcluraed last night from an excursion 
to Grand Manan and other Islands-, we were 
wbsent three d.ayR and have obtained much in 
formation, procured some valuable rare birds, 
some shells, and tome plants, whirh 1 qrvrr 
bad met with bclore. The appearance of the 
Island of Manan is sublime and Icrrilie as yon 
approach its atiipcndous, hold nnd rugged 
rocky ahores on the north side of it. Not n 
spot can you find where to luiid,or if put ashore, 
where one Can climb to its summit without 
being possessor, of extraordinary netivity and 
•trength. \Ve sailed within a few hundred 
yards of these bold walls, in great depth of 
water, and in full security, the wmd bring 
quite fair and the se.v smooth. The croaking 
of the Ravens, which build their tenements and 
raise their broods among the fissures oflliese 
rocks, was Ibe only sound that rcacbed our 
cars, and the minds of landsmen at least, be- 
eooiea chilled at Ibe relation and recollection 
of lost vessels and their crews us one pastes, 

' one oflrr another, hundreds of these sharp 
capes, all ready to crash the unfortunate or 
unwary ship in an intlanl. The southern as- 
|>eot of this Island f JO milei in length) is cn 
, Urely uidereni; its shores rise gradually in the 
form of an immense amphitheatre, displaying 
p great portion of its contents, bouses, cleared 
suota oflands, and its foretls, mixed with hard 
tmiber and lira; all of which look of a lough 
nnd dwarfish nature. 

We landed and found tbn soil indifferent, 
being extremely rocky and full of peot. 'i'he 
wuDUB filled with mosses a foot deep, under 
which one sinks up to the kneea in mire at 
cfbry step. 1 found there growing wild, the 
common currant, gooielierry, alrawberry, 
caapberry, end various species of whortleber¬ 
ry; all tticse, we are assured, were found hcru 
by. the first settlers. JN'bl a wild qtimlrtiptd, 
except a species of teovd i-ot, which I never 
enw before, and which 1 procured. Attempts 
haye beeu made to introduce the moose drer, 
but they did not live long. The islauders 
have some very iudill'erent eallle, a few hoiiei ^ 
and sheep. They grow little or no grain, and 
it appeared aa if potatues ami fish were their 
main support. 'Ihebajsare swiimiiug with 
cod and other fisbea, and even now abundance 
of water fowl, 'I'he eider duck nnd a lew o 
ther species breed on all tbu rycky islets that 
arem to stud live neighbouring sen. The block 
guillimol and'raxor hill, also breed here, and 
n species ot large gull by millions, that are 
protected by the inhabitants, who feed on their 
eggs, and rob all these birds of their voliiable 
feathora. I have had the best opportunities of 
aludyiiig them anil their hiibils. My ton 
found au eider duck’s neat with three eggs in 
H, but it is tou early for these birds yet. VVe 
here caught four miient, by letting a . tailor 
down forty feet fium the lop of the rocks by 
means of a ro|)e, 1 mean to lake them with 
me to Labrador at eunipngnons tie voyage. I 
have procured one of the beat water dogs I ev 
er saw,- equal to man in iiitellect, though ho 
dues not tptuk titidead Uuiguagu. On While 
Island, Ml. Eraiiklaud libo owner) received 
ua kindly, and sent his suns to assist us in our 
reaearchca. He eulerlained ui hospitably, 
•Dd gave UI a round of uheers ns uur little 
vessel departed fioiu the shore. We United 
on six uUier liiaiidi in quest of bints, and as 
sve ssiled uu, we could plainly scu the luiul in 
-Nuvabcoliit, ibougb mure than 40 miles dii. 
luiti.

PARTIAL CONGESTION Ob’ THE 
BRAIN. 

In the list .\mcrican Journal of Medical 
Sciences, Hr. Eahneslock relates a very re 
markehin case of cerebral sireclion, which 
may seem addilionat evidence in the rstima- 
lion of the Phrenulogist io fiivuur ofhis sys- 
Icin. 

The rolalor remarks, lint be docs not in¬ 
tend to enter into any discussion on Iho na¬ 
ture of the intellect, its essrnce,ficc. but ineru- 
ly to iiilrmluce another pathological evidence, 
to the many already on recuni, showing that 
intelligence is connected vv’ith the cerebral or 
gans; that those organs are multiple, and that 
(he faculiiei are exercised according to the in 
tegrity u( the structure uf each individual organ 
ami are obstructed in part, or altogether, by 
congestions, or derangement in the various 
portions of the encephalon in which Ibe difl't-r 
ent faculties are re«pectively located. 

Barron Labxct, io bis surgical Memoirs, 
nicQliona several cases of wounds made by bay 
onetsand swoids |icuetralinglho brain through 
Ibe orKt of the eye, in which (he memory for 
words was lost, but not of things. Dr. Jack- 
sou hss published a very interesting case of 
Hniiiesia in llio Third Volume of this Joiinial, 
in winch cerebral coiigcslion suJilenly imlii- 
eed suspended Ibe memury for wurils, without 
any other dis«rder of the intellectual faculties; 
alt (be olitert being In full activity. Profes 
SOT Hickson, of Charleston has also coinniii 
calcd acvse,* in which-(hire was a (utal 
loss ulnames, hut a distinct memory of num 
hers, and power 61 rapid computation remain 
ed. Plumlily of organs and faculties would 
have given a ready solution to this case, with¬ 
out jv:8o:li«8 •“ speculation on the problem of 
the minJ b.>r"iB ft greater aptitude tu recog- 
nizo the m^'tlieaialical lines ol figures. In tile 
case which t’.'ofcsior WisT.va exiuhiicd annu¬ 
ally to the class .in the UuiverMty of l'eniis) l- 
vaiiia, if our rccoile,.'’i®n jsdvsliacl, there wns 
a loss of ability to ullol' proper names when 
pressure was made on the autcTior portion of 
the brain in whicU was depiircd ot bone—the 
individual speaking with ease and fluency 
would stop uiiiculaiing lor a periovl suibcieni 
to pronounce llicuamc and Ibeii go on to cnia- 
pleic the senleucc, as it uticonsciuus uf any in 
lerruplion. Our rcferciicu to these few cases 
may siifl'ice to screen us from the charge of 
laying (uo much might or stress on an isolated 
fuel. Au entire number of this journal would 
not contain the cases which might bo adduced 
in confirinatiun uf the plurality of Ibe organs 
and faculties oi Ibe mtollecl.

parlies. Alter failing in (wo attempts, a gen 
tienian of Hie bar rose iu bis place and oUered 
to discharge Hie duly, winch Mr. Flanagan 
declined, and then proceeded the Hurd lime, 
but wan arrested again as suoii ns be esmo. to 
Hie names of the parlies. He then turned to 
the judges, ami tuld them lliul lie was tlighlUj 
indispused, hut would persevere, then placing 
bis eyas on the immcs of the parlies uii the 
docket, both of whom were inlliiiato personal 
friends, he proceeded the fourth lime to the 
point ut which he was Iwlbre arrested, and 
was unable to proceed. '1 he presiding judges 
named tbe parlies, and Mr. Flanagan finished 
Hie uttirmaiiun without any fiirlbar diiticully 
The ability to articulate names was not only in 
lerrupted.biil even Iho power to recal them was 
suspended. Hr euiild nut recollect a single namr 
one minute during Hie continuance uf ibis cun 
grslion. The day following be was making 
an examination of Hie proceedings on Hie 
court record in a suit, and in ri-fcriing from 
Hie niinuie book tu the ducket he would fur 
gel entirely the tiamca of the parlies. He re 
curred three limes to the original entry, uml 
had at length to lake (he namrs on paper, nml 
(race it on the other; for ns toon ns he turned 
hit eye fruni Hie name it was ciilirriy ohiiter 
sled from memory. During (his period his 
perception was clour, memory otherwise dis 
tilict, judgment sound, and liiwiness habit: 
unimpaired. After taking a liule reviilsivi 
medicine, in (he coursn uf a few days he re 
turned tobis dutiea, and hat not experiencod 
any further inconvenience.

many gladly accepted liis tracts. In Madras 
anil ,So(i(/iem India, the labors of Iho Society 
had been attended with great success. At 
I'innevelly, of tvhom so much had been heard 
of late years, great nuitibcrs had been convtr 
led from idolatry. One largo body of Hindoos 
bad, as a proof of their conversion, brought 
forth from their temple tbs idol which most of 
them had worshipped from their infancy, and 
destroyed it.
